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HT Batteries Alert! 


For some of you with the brand new 2m/440 rigs, a heads up on a potential battery problem. This concerns 
those radios which no longer have a mechanical ON-OFF switch, rather a keypad button that toggles the power on 
or off. It is well known that you should not completely discharge a nicad battery pack to any voltage lower than 9 
volts per cell. (9 volts for a 12 volt pack) The problem is that full discharges can cause cells to reverse polarities, 
damaging them. If your rig does not "go to sleep with inactivity, then, if the voltage drops below that which the ON- 
OFF button will tell the computer to actually turn the rig on or off, then the rig can stay on and drain the battery below 
the .9 volt per cell, decreasing the lifetime of the battery pack substantially. Check your radio, and if this can happen, 
be sure to disconnect the pack from the radio, if it refuses to turn off with the button push. It might also be advisable 
to physically remove the battery pack each night. 

Another problem, or misconception, is that of blaming the "memory effect’ on many different kinds of abuse 
to HT battery packs. The fact is, that "memory" is very rarely a factor in decreased performance of battery packs. 
it becomes a factor, only under limited specific conditions. If the discharge is repeatedly made to an intermediate level 
WITHIN A VERY NARROWLY DEFINED WINDOW, then memory can become an issue. More often, the decreased 
performance of the packs is due to under, or overcharging. If your wall plug charger charges at 0.1 C, or about 100 
ma. for a 1 Amp-Hr battery pack, then it should charge for 15 hours to bring a battery from .9 volts to full capacity. 
15 hours is an awkward time, for many humans. Come home from work, operate at the shack, and retire somewhere 
between 8-10 pm, and put the HT on charge. Grab the radio, as you leave for work at 07:30 the next day, the battery 
is only about 66 per cent charged. Leaving the pack on charge through the next day, so it is usable that night, is 
about 20-25 hour charge, TOO MUCH, and severely shortening the life of the battery. 

By way, look to generic battery pack manufacturers, for replacement battery inserts for your battery packs. 
It sure hurts to pay $50.00 and up for a battery pack, but there is a reason for it. The radio dealers and distributors 
must make their money somewhere, and so the biggest margins are put in accessories, like batteries, the margins on 
the radios themselves are not very large. Nicads are finicky in many ways, and to get the often mythical 500-1000 
charge-discharge lifetimes out of them requires knowledge and discipline by the user. If you are a new ham, read the 
frequent articles in the Ham magazines about them.

Radio Shack Digital Voltmeter (with 
RS- 232!) 

| recently held in my hands an interesting DVM. It is 
new from Radio Shack, and will be of interest to any 
body who has a bent for computer data acquisition 
sytems. It looks suspiciously like it was made by a 
well known manufacturer, either the big S, or the big 
F. | saw it some time ago in their catalog, but it has 
been selling so well, that it was vaporware until 
recently at the local stores. The unit is the usual 
package, with a twist. On the side of the unit is a 
connector used to plug into your computer RS-232 


port. This makes the meter extraordinarily useful. It 
comes with it’s own software, or you could write your 


own in BASIC, or any other language. (Someone 
should write an article for QST, or 73, etc.) You could 
control it via packet radio. Repeater owners could use 
it to monitor any measurable parameter on the hill, (like 
battery voltages, power output, temperature, etc. Or 
you could ask via packet or modem what time of the 
day line voltage, temperature, pressure, wind, etc. 
peaked or bottomed out. You could easily write a 
program in BASIC for the PC which would dump 
hourly, or minute by minute, readings of battery or line 
voltage, for example. Another good application would 
be to make a discharge curve for your HT batteries, to 
see if they have the lifetimes they are supposed to. 
Science types could easily use a multiplexer chip (like 
a 4051) on the output and monitor multiple channels of 
data, via telemetry. (Maybe a bouy monitor... KC3RL 
take note!) It costs about $129.00, less than your time 
required just to round up the chips for a simple data 
acquisition system. By the way, it also is a 250 kHz 
frequency counter, and transistor tester too. You 
might check it out at your local RS store....73 de
